Tho Financial Panic. 


Present indications are that the 
financial storm has done its fury. The 
shore la strewn with remnants of shat­ 
tered 
financial 
barks. All storms 
drive away the noxious vapors and 
purity the air. The probability is that 
the law holds good in regard to finan­ 
cial disturbances, and that soon the 
troubled waters will be stilled, and the 
financial air clear; that order will rule 
out of chaos, and the business of the 
eountry be placed on a firm basis. 
The stock bubble has bursted as a 
thousand bubbles of similar general 
nature have done before. Any attempt 
to obtain money, to render paper firm, 
when there is no value received back 
of it must of necessity be a failure. 
Laws, failure, the Mississippi scheme, 
the paper expansion preceding the 
French Revolution—-all are instances. 
The government of the time, and the 
laws bolstered them up as best they 
could, their machinatnrs concealed 
the absence of a value received back 
of their paper; but all was useless- 
the bubble burst as it always will 
sooner or later. 
Money represents value of some 
kind. You may make a pretended 
value; you may eall a dollar, a mil­ 
lion, but it makes not it a million. 
Every dollar becomes but a millionth 
part of a real'dollar. You may buy 
stocks until they sell for a hundred 
times their value, hut when return in­ 
terest is not commensurate with their 
price, they must fall—the bubble must 
hurst. 
But what effect will the panic have 
upon currency and gold'.’ A difficult 
question. Gold will probably approach 
currency in its value. While securities 
were falling rapidly, and bankrupts 
were being made by the score among 
those who held other stocks, currency 
and governments k e p t t h e ir position, 
varying no more than under the or­ 
dinary demands of trade. While other 
securities went up and down like 
footballs, eurroncy and governments 
stood strong, partaking but in a slight 
degree of the general uneasiness. A 
currency thus strong in troublesome 
times must soon, in a quiet season, ap­ 
proach a gold value. 
It is a false argument to point to the 
east, and conclude that a gold currency 
is tteo n ly safe currency. 
The recent 
panic had nothing to do with currency, 
except so far as to disturb the stocks 
upon which currency is based. This 
panic wa9 a panic of stocks not of cur­ 
rency, differing in this from that of 
1857, w hich embraced itotii stocks and 
currency. 
TWs panic would have oc­ 
curred no matter whether the medium 
of currency was gold or greenback**. 


Chinese Immigration. 
The invasion of California by the 
hiñese cannot he lightly regarded 
r thrown aside as a trilling mat 
>r. 
('hiñese build railroads, manu- 
tcture cigars, boots and shoes, have 
monopoly of laundries, and un- 
erbid even negroes in all domestic 
vocations. As a race they are of a 
lorally low order; impurity and 1m- 
lorality they do not regard as sins, 
whilst habits of filthiness and a disre- 
ard of ventilation as a sanitary law, 
re their characteristics. 
The money they make here is in- 
ariably remitted to C hina; even 
tielr remains are consigned to their 
ative country', so that not even their 
ones may remain in 
our midst. 
If here thpy congregate in considéra­ 
la numbers vice is rampart, and ini- 
aity of the worst kind prevails. To 
uote single instances of honest and 
dthful Chinamen is merely to amnss 
N*ords of freaks of nature, or to enu- 
íérate cases of the trustworthy grate- 
il wolves which once nursed Romu- 
im and Remus. Their conversion to 
hrlstianity, is a farce, their object in 
uniiig schools' purely a selfish one. 
ndividually they are slaves of wealthy 
Dinpanies, socially of tho lowest order 
f their race, morally most degraded, 
nd naturally possessing dishonest 
rocllvitles.

The Election of District Attorney. 
Just after ail exciting general eloo- 
tion, and just before the Judicial elec­ 
tion, the question naturally eonaes up, 
why the ballots tor the office of Dis­ 
trict Attorney are taken at the general 
election, and so separated from the 
other officers of the law. 
Under the system now in vogue, tlie 
District Attorney is one of several 
candidates on a general political ticket. 
Everybody admits it to be political, 
and the fight is not upon men, but 
upon issues. 
The candidate is sunk 
in the 
is s u e s he represents. 
The 
man is the little thing, the platform 
on which he stands, is the great thing. 
As one of the tsuididates, lie is a part­ 
ner in the wire-pulling, and often 
bribery’ by which it is too common to 
secure the success of a political ticket. 
Thus, if personally interested, and jier- 
sonally implicated, lie, if elected, may 
make no attempt to punish the crime, 
by which his own election, or that of 
his party’ friends was accomplished. 
The bribed voter tiras escapes scot 
tree, because the briber is the prose­ 
cuting attorney. 
If the District Attorney was e le c te d 
atthe same time tiie Judicial election 
occurred, lie would, in a measure, be 
free from political trammels. The Ju­ 
dicial is—rather, ought to be—free 
from politics. It ought not to lie con­ 
sidered, inselectingour Judges, wheth­ 
er they are good Republicans or good 
Democrats, but whether they are 
clear-sighted, logical, upright men. 
Although this is not the case, to the 
extent it ought to ho, yet the Judicial 
elections arc much freer from party 
bias than the general, and by so 
much would the District Attorney, if 
nominated and elected on the same 
ticket, be free from bias. By so much 
more would the chances be increased, 
that he would be uulranuncled by­ 
party ties and obligations, and unim­ 
peded in his work by election compli­ 
cations. 
If a Constitutional Convention is to 
be called, and if the Constitution and 
Codes are to be amended, would it not 
bo well to have this m atter looked 
into? 


What is Reform 7 
Honest reform muy be defined as a 
desire tor purity and a loathing Af cor­ 
ruption. The definition holds equally 
good whether applied politically or 
socially. Either as regurds a fallen 
man or woman, or a corrupt party in 
politics, reform signifies rejection of 
wrong and adoption of right. Reform 
knows no Bervility and bonds to no 
party’. 
It is independent, 
in the 
same way that tiie late speeches of 
Governor Booth may lose him the 
Republican vote and fail to obtain for 
him the sympathy of the Democrats, 
so reform stands alone. It commands 
respect, if it wins no admirers. It in­ 
sists on its own goodness, though it 
perish at its birth. The problem to be 
solved by the Independent journalist 
of to-day is, whether he can live aloof 
from the slough of corruption, which 
has hitherto supported so many pac ud <>- 
organs of public opinion. Urudence 
and discrimination are the essentials 
of a journal that would keep its fame 
unsullied; vigor, energy and capabil­ 
ity must be its characteristics. As it 
is with a journal, so is it witli a man, 
and men make up parties. 


Railroads «nd Panics. 
Very short and terse, but well wor­ 
thy of study’, is the following little 
brochure from the pen of a great finan­ 
cial writer in the east. 
No compari­ 
son of railroads and real estate jobbery 
could be sliorter or more to the point: 
‘‘It is easy to sit here in New York, 
beside piles of money earned and 
owned by somebody else, ornear líales 
of merchandise, the creation of the la­ 
bor of others—it is easy' to sit as some 
of our didactic hankers do, and tell of 
inflation caused by building railroads. 
The transportation system of tliccouu- 
try has made New York city what it 
is—lias converted the upper ¡tortion of 
this island from slieep-pastures into 
building lots priced at near $200,000 
|»er acre, average. This is positive in­ 
flation. The values moved hittier by 
railroads enable our rich men to enjoy 
their purple and flneliuen,undit is not 
evidence of good sense that they should 
decry that whicli puts costly mansions 
over their heads axd makes possible 
thp luxury of comfortable city’ life. 


T h e Express has honored the ap.

Tiie viniculture of California is so 
onerously taxed by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, by the State, and by coun­ 
ties and cities, for railroads and steam- 
its, that it is apprehended that tlie cul­ 
tivation will be abandoned on the 
Pacific Slope. 
If a vlneyardist takes 
up a piece of waste ground anywhere, 
and plants a vineyard, tiie tax assess­ 
or soon finds ttiat it is worth hundreds 
of dollars ja r acre because it Isa vine­ 
yard. 
What makes it a vineyard? 
Why, the fact that vines are planted 
thereon. But the same officer assesses 
the vines as improvements, which 
make it a vineyard. As soon as the 
grapes are pressed, tie assesses the 
juice, as wine, at so much per gal Ion, 
and the worn-out pipe that nolds It at 
ten cents per gallon in ad«litlon. This 
is twice as much as the old pipe could 
be sold for. 
The rule applies e<mally to the State 
and county, and to tne city when the 
vineyard lias the misfortune to be sit­ 
uated within incorporated limits. The 
vi neyardist who sells his own wine and 
brandy from a cellar, has to pay a 
quarterly license as a merchant to the 
State and county, and to the city every 
month. 
If a poor viuevardist who 
makes wine has a pot or still, in which 
he proposes to utilize the residues of 
his manufacture, lie is 
charged a 
monthly license for the same of $10. 
The internal revenue officer then 
comes, and finds that such a wine­ 
maker sells more than five gallons of 
liquor in one package. 
H e is, there­ 
fore, reckoned by the internal revouue 
law as a wholesale dealer, and sub­ 
jected toa license of $100 per annum; 
but, if he sells less than five gallons, 
he is also rated as a retail dealer, and 
must pay a retail license of $25 per 
annum. If lie manufactures the waste 
and residues of his wine into agua- 
diente, he lias to pay to the internal 
revenue 70 cents per gallon for stamp*, 
and to keep a phalanx of form-book?* 
that no one «‘ould understand, even 
were lie educated to it from hla in­ 
fancy. for they will change every other 
month, periiaps. If the revenue officer 
finds that the wine-maker mixes ono 
wine with another, or one liquor with 
another, or makes wine bitters, then 
lie is rated fts a compounder; or, if he 
rectifies his liquors, lie is subject to a 
license of $200 per annum as a recti­ 
fier, and to keep a new set of hooks, buy 
stamps, notify the gauger, and report 
monthly to head-quarters at Wash­ 
ington every month, on the peril of 
ruin and confiscation. 
After all this, there is no sale for the 
wine or brandy at the locality of pro­ 
duction, and tne maker must become 
a w ine and brandy merchant at San 
Francisco, where Ids goods are again 
subjected to the same string of taxa­ 
tions and |>erplexities. If lie consign 
ids goods to a commission merchant In 
New York or elsewhere, who Is not a 
liquor-dealer, he is subject to the same 
series of taxation. 
Then he has dealings w ith the nabobs 
of the Central Pacific Railroad, whose 
rates of transportation are so high as 
to make it impossible to ship any great 
quantity of goods to the interior. Tho 
employes, also, of that company, treat 
every man who approaches them with 
such arrogance and indifference as to 
create abhorrence, if he luis to deal 
with the Pacific Mail Company, he 
will meet abundance of red tape and 
circuity, (which, however does not ap­ 
ply to thecompany’s agent at Los An­ 
geles, who is the most attentive and 
amiable of gentlemen.) If goods are 
shipped at San Pedro for the East, they 
are urst taken to Kan Dtego and lamf- 
e«l there until it is convenient for the 
agents to ship them again, while their 
lull of lading responds for nothing. 
In a word, wtiile every one brags 
about California as a great w’lue coun­ 
try, the laws, and even’ scrub in au­ 
thority, exert themselves to the ut­ 
most to destroy the Illusion. 
Thus a 
great industrial enterprise, for which 
the climate of California is peculiarly 
suited, is crippled in its incipient state 
to satisty the insatiable desire of stu-> 
pid and ignorant legislation to tax 
what it calls a “luxury” until it shows 
signs of being frozen out of existence 
altogether.

Roger Tieh- 
bome’s barber, or in Englisii phrase­ 
ology, ‘‘the Claimant’s ’airdrewHer.” 
“But the witness of the day was the 
Claimant’s hairdresser—u gentleman 
whose volubility, self-possession, and 
‘•easy pleasantry” came very near to 
the Aristotelle ideal of “ eutrapelia," 
or “ genteel versatility.”

dict those scandalous assertions, and 
very entertuining indeed did his evi­ 
dence prove to be. Its gist was to the 
efleet that the claimant’s hair was not 
dyed, but was only dressed, washed, 
and “displayed “ secundan arfan. Tu 
the word “grease” the witness hud an 
objection, nor was he mollified even 
hy the assurance that Mr. Hawkins 
had not used the word in “an invidi­ 
ous sense,” and was quite ready to say 
"oil.” 
With the permission’ of the 
lainl Chief Justice, the witness pro­ 
duced a bottle of the mixture he had 
actually been in the hubit of applying 
to tho defendant’s cranium. The name 
of the preparation was “eukrasia,” 
which signifies, it seems, “according to 
Webster,” “a we 11-balanced mixture,” 
but which customers whose knowledge 
of tlie Hellenic tongue is not well- 
balanced may sometimes inquire for as 
“you’re crazy.”

“ I f you put it on your liair, Mr. Haw­ 
kins.” said he—“and 1 don’t know if 
you have any—or even if you put it on

our wig, it will not discolor it.” 
’urther, it turned out that tilr eukrasia 
is composed of w hiskey and castor oil 
toned with a peculiarly delicate scent, 
and that it is not a dye. Of this the 
witness was sure; and he produced 
hicks cut from the defendant’s head at 
various periods iu proof of ids asser­ 
tion ; while, lieforo leaving, 
he in­ 
sisted on pressing upon Mr. Hankins 
a bottle of the eukrasia as a free gift. 
The unquenchable laughter which the 
cyhlgncr of this witness caused was 
some relief to an otherwise monotonous 
day. Rut the gist of his evidence, after 
ail, was merely to the effect that the 
defendant does not dye his hair, and 
that the Kkuraaia is a liquid which 
Mr. Hawkins cannot too regularly use. 
The roars of laughter which his cross­ 
examination evoked suggested rattier 
the IJnder-Hliorilf trying a racy run­ 
ning-down case in Red Liou-square 
than an issue in hunco betón tin* 
t'ourt of Queen’s Bench. 


The 1‘eeullar I’eople. 


The London 
Daily Telcpraph of 
Monday September 8th, thus describes 
the latest phase of religious fanutieism 
in England. 
An inquiry was held on Friday 
evening by Mr. 
C. Lewis, ut the 
California, North Woolwich, touching 
tile death of Elizabetli Benton, aged 
40 of Rroad Bank cottages, North 
Woolwich, a member of the “Pecu­ 
liar People,” a sect who hold medical 
attendance in sickness to lie superflu­ 
ous.
